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More than 200 works of art acquired by The Cleveland Museum of Art 
during 1974 will be on display in the Museum's fifteenth annual "Year in Review" 
exhibition which opens March 11, 1975 and will continue through April 6. Many 
of the works will be on public view for the first time. 

According to Museum director Sherman E. Lee, the most significant 
accession of the past year is a rare painting of St. Catherine by the 16th-century 
German master Matthias Grunewald. The Griinewald work is a panel from an 
altarpiece executed between 1517 and 1520 for the Cathedral of Mainz, but 
presumed to have been looted and subsequently lost during the Thirty Years' 

War (1618-1648), Dr. Lee says. Fewer than 25 of Griinewald' s paintings survive. 

The only other in the United States is in Washington's National Gallery. 

Other important additions to the European painting collection include 
Still Life with Herring by the 18th-century French master Jean Baptiste Simeon 
Chardin; Interior of the Pantheon, Rome by the 18th-century Italian painter 
Giovanni Paolo Panini; and Fishing Boats in a Harbor by the 17th-century Dutch 
artist Allart van Everdingen. 

In the field of ancient art, probably the most important of the objects 
added to the collection is a black-figured amphora by the 6th-century B.C.

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2 -year in review 


A significant addition to the medieval collection is a sensitively 
modeled limestone Madonna and Child, dated circa 1310-1320^ from the Lorraine 
area of France. 

A number of objects of extremely high quality were acquired by the 
department of decorative arts. One of the most interesting is an 18th-century 
French microscope, decorated in rococo-style gilt bronze -- probably made for 
an amateur scientist. A richly painted enamel plaque from Limoges, France, 

(circa 1530-1540) depicts the episode of the Trojan horse as told in the Aeneid . 
Also noteworthy are an early 18th-century Italian silver chest, or marriage 
casket, inlaid with malachite and lapis lazuli, and a rare Venetian Renaissance 
bronze of Neptune Riding the Waves . 

A group of twelve sculptures given by Katherine C. White enlarge the 
Museum's African collection, one of the oldest such collections in any American 
art museum. 

Among the many prints and drawings accessioned are two works by Albrecht 
Dtlrer; an early etching by the German expressionist Emil Nolde; and a Neo-classic 
drawing by Louis Leopold Boilly. 

The oriental department had an active year, acquiring a magnificent Chinese 
bronze kuei vessel from the late Chou dynasty (6th-century, B.C.) and a rare 
Korean ink painting approximately 500 years old. 

Added to the Chinese painting collection were five rare hanging scrolls. 
"The most striking and graceful of these," Dr. Lee says, "is Prunus in the 
Moonlight , a monochrome ink painting on silk by Wang Mien, the distinguished 
Yuan dynasty (1280-1368) painter. It is the finest and best preserved work in 
the West by this master." The enormous and extraordinarily colorful Hundred 
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From Japan the Museum has acquired a colorfully embroidered Noh robe 
of the Momoyama period, circa 1600. Four Japanese prints and a monochrome ink 
painting. Kingfisher Perched Above a Stream , by the late 15th-century master 
Shekel further augment the Museum's fine Japanese collection. 

Among the additions to the contemporary collection, three sculptural 
works are particularly noteworthy: a large-scale wooden environmental work 
by Louise Nevelson entitled Sky Cathedral -Moon Garden Wall ; The Red Light , a 
work in mixed media by George Segal; and the monumental stone Head of Gertrude 
by former Clevelander William Z orach. 

A grant from the National Endowment for the Arts, matched by gifts from 
The Cleveland Society for Contemporary Art, enabled the Museum to purchase 
paintings by Don Eddy, Leon Polk Smith, and David Levine. The Department 
of Modern Art also acquired a number of fine photographs, including major works 
by Margaret Bourke-White, Ansel Adams, and Minor White. 

The Year in Review is on display in the Museum's Special Exhibitions 
Gallery on the second floor. Gallery talks will be given on Wednesday, March 12, 
and Sunday, March 16, at 1:30 p.m. There is no admission charge for the exhibition.
